COMMISSION ANNOUNCEMENTS 

SELF-FUNDING STUDY RELEASED 

The Commission today released a Self-Funding Study by the Office of the Executive 
Director of the Commission. Prepared in response to a request of the Securities 
Subcommittee of the Senate Committee on Banking, Housing and Urban Affairs (S. Rpt. 
100-105), the study provides an overview of the challenges facing the Commission and 
suggestions for changes in current systems to provide the agency with more flexibility
in recruiting and retaining staff and improving work environment. 

ADMINISTRAnVE PROCEEDINGS 

NASD SANCTIONS AGAINST JOHN R. LASALLA AND ANDRINE GUILIANO AFFIRMED 

The Commission affirmed sanctions imposed by the NASD on John R. LaSalla, of Brooklyn, 
New York, and his sister, Andrine Giuliano of Staten Island, both of whom were asso
ciated with NASD member firms. The NASD censured LaSalla, fined him $30,000, and 
barred him from association with any member. Giuliano was censured and fined $10,000. 

The Commission found that LaSalla improperly allocated shares of 16 hot issues to the 
account of Giuliano's husband and daughter in violation of the NASD's interpretation
with respect to free-riding and withholding. The interpretation is designed to 
prevent firms and their employees from restricting the supply of hot issues (public
offerings that trade at an immediate premium in the aftermarket), thereby forcing
public customers who want to purchase them to pay higher prices. The Commission also 
found that Giuliano knowingly accepted the proceeds of the violative transactions. 
In addition, LaSalla was found to have falsified his firm's records and reports to 
the NASD in an effort to conceal his misconduct. 

In affirming the sanctions imposed by the NASD, the Commission stressed the serious 
nature of respondents' misconduct and the deliberate deception practiced by LaSalla 
on his employer and regulatory authorities. (ReI. 34-26352) 

CIVIL PROCEEDINGS 

CITIWIDE SECURITIES CORP. AND HERBERT S. CANNON CONSE~ 
TO INJUNCTIONS 

The New York Regional Office announced that on December 7 the U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan entered Final Judgments of Permanent Injunction against Citiwide Securities 
Corp., formerly a registered broker-dealer, and its president, Berbert S. Cannon. The 
Judgments were entered pursuant to a settlement reached by Citiwide, Cannon, and the 
Commission. Citiwide and Cannon consented to the injunctions without admitting or 
denying the allegations of the Complaint. Citiwide, whose broker-dealer registration
was revoked,. is currently in Chapter 7 under the Bankruptcy Code and has no assets 
available for distribution to creditors. With the Judgments entered against Citiwide 
and Cannon, eight out of a total of nine original defendants have settl~d.with the 
Commission. The lawsuit, SEC v. Musikahn Corp., et aI, alleged that Cltlwide and 
Cannon participated in a fraud in connection with the initial public offering of 
Musikahn securities in 1984 and 1985. (SEC v. Musikahn Corporation, et al, 88 Civ.

The Commission granted accelerated approval to a proposed rule change filed by the 
Pacific Stock Exchange (SR-PSE-88-28) to adopt a Policy Statement on Market Closings
that provides for a tradin9 halt in all equities and equity-related products traded 
on the PSE in conjunction with tradin9 halts at other U.S. markets caused by the 
implementation of coordinated circuit breaker procedures. Such procedures will be 
implemented if the Dow Jones Industrial Average declines 250 or 400 points from its 
previous day's close. (Rel. 34-26368)
